You should examine
all of your contributions to check for additional excessive contributions.
The Committee’s procedures for processing confributions should also be
reviewed, |

An individual or a political committee other than an authorized committee
or qualified multi-candidate committee may not make a contribution to a
candidate for federal office in excess of $2,100 per election: An authorized
committee may not make a contribution to a candidate for federal office in
excess of $2,000 per election. A qualified multi-candidate commitiee and
all affiliated committees may not make a contribution(s) to a candidate for
federal office in excess of 35,000 per election. The term "contribution”
ingludes any gift, subscription, loan, advance, or deposit of money or
anything of value made by any person for the purpose of influencing any
election for federal office. (2 U.S.C. § 441a{a) and (f); 11 CFR § 110.1(b),

incomrectly disclosed, you must amend your onginal report with the
clarifying information. If any contribution you received exceeds the limits,
you may have to refund the excessive amount.
